WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
artist whose commissioned por­ 
trait of President Johnson was 
rejected by the First Family 
says he had to work with a 
sleeping subject and turn aside 
Mrs. Johnson's suggestions on 
how to paint the work. 
And now, says artist Peter 
Hurd, he's lost interest in a sec­ 
ond and smaller portrait he was 
doing of the President. 
But 
even if the Johnsons 
don't like the first effort, there 
apparently is a demand for it 
from a museum and private 
collectors. 
News of the turndown became 
public Thursday and was con­ 
firmed by Mrs. Johnson's press 
secretary Elizabeth Carpenter, 
who said the President "didn't 
like it and neither didshe(M rs. 
Johnson.'' 
The portrait was unveiled for 
the Johnsons last spring. The 
Washington 
Post 
said Mrs. 
Johnson told Hurd that a stormy 
scene which ensued was so un­ 
forgettable she didn't expect 
ever to endure anything so grim 
again.

They got the 229-page budget 
books Thursday, the second day 
of the new session. 
When House members return 
Monday they may get the report 
of the Rules Committee. And if 
they adopt the new rules, Speak­ 
er James E. Godfrey, D-St. 
Louis, said he would name the 
chairmen and members of the 
37 standing committees. 
One of the big questions 
is 
whom he will name for the all- 
important appropriations com­ 
mittee. 
It works harder and 
longer than any other. 
The Legislative Fiscal Affairs 
Com m ittee, meanwhile, is busy 
checking and rechecktng the 
budget figures in order to be as 
much help as possible to the 
appropriations committee.

“ The President was terribly

tremendous pressure 
during the weekend. 
But Hurd 
said he and his wife spent the 
night at the Johnson ranch in 
Texas 
and 
otherwise were 
treated cordially. 
HUrd, known for his south­ 
western landscapes and por­ 
traits, said from his New Mexi­ 
co ranch the fact that he turned 
down changes suggested by the 
Johnsons could have been re­ 
sponsible for their rejecting the 
portrait. 
'*1 just couldn't follow their 
suggestions and at the same 
time not lose quality in the pain­ 
ting," Hurd said. 
He said Mrs. Johnson wanted 
it reduced in size from 
40 
inches by 48 inches to 30 inches 
by 36 inches. 
"She was most kind, most 
cordial,” Hurd said. "But some 
of her ideas I just couldn't carry 
<V>ut, like making the Capitol 
Dome misty and hazy." 
The sharply-defined Capitol is 
midway down the left side of the 
painting, in a scale putting it far 
behind Johnson. The President 
is standing with a book in his 
hand and is depicted from about 
the waist up. He wears a serious 
expression oji the three-quarter 
view of his Ikce.

"just plain lost interest” in it 
because all he had to work from 
was a widely distributed photo­ 
graph of the President. 
"The only one I'd look at was 
in every darn bureaucrat's of­ 
fice in America,” Hurd said. 
The unfinished painting showed 
Johnson at his desk, hands in 
front of him. 
The larger portrait is report­ 
edly to go In display in Colum­ 
bus, Ohio, Thursday at the Gal- 
lery of Fine Arts and is also 
sought by the National Portrait 
Gallery of the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution.

Former Gov. John M. Dalton 
denied today that he has any 
plans to run for office—either 
for U. S. senator or governor. 
"If I decide to run for any­ 
thing, I’ll let all of you know,” 
he said. 
His comment came in reply 
to a story In the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat Indicating 
Dalton 
might 
run against U. S. Sen. 
Edward V, Long or Gov. War­ 
ren E. Hearnes in 1968. All 
are Democrats. 
Long already has filed for re- 
election. 
Dalton charged that the story 
of his intentions was "planted” 
by someone who wants to get 
him to run against Long. 
The St, Louis Globe • Demo­ 
crat quoted Dalton as 
ad­ 
mitting Thursday that he may 
run against one or the other 
but saying "It will be a couple 
of months 
before I make 
a 
definite decision.” 
The fact that a vigorous fight 
may result within the party if 
he files for either post will not 
make him change his mind, Mr, 
Dalton said. 
"A 
good 
campaign fight 
does not bother me. You don't 
have to be afraid of a fight 
if you're clean. There's one 
thing no one can question and 
that is my honesty.” 
Mr. Dalton said he has been 
urged by many friends to get 
into the Democratic primary 
next year and seek a public 
office. 
He also indicated some sup­ 
porters of Gov. Hearnes had 
tried to get him to run against 
Sen. Long while some friends 
of Sen. Long are urging him 
to file against Gov. Hearnes. 
The thought of 
becoming 
active in the political 
arena 
again and of making a vigorous 
campaign is being given "due 
consideration,” Mr. Dalton de­ 
clared, and a decision will be 
made in a few months. 
Actually, Mr. Dalton has nev­ 
er 
been "deactivated” politi­ 
cally since he left office in Jan­ 
uary, 1965. He has kept in touch 
with party leaders and of late 
has more and more been seen 
in political gatherings through­ 
out the state. 
He served four years as At­ 
torney General and four as Gov. 
ernor from 1957 until 1965. 
Mr. Dalton resumed his law 
practice 
after that in Jeffer­ 
son City and also took up his 
residence here. He formerly 
lived in Kennett, in Southeast 
Missouri. 
It is public knowledge 
here 
that 
Mr. Dalton and Gov. 
Hearnes have little love for 
each other. However, 
there 
is a friendship between Mr. Dal­ 
ton and Sen. Long. 
Sen. Long already has filed 
for another term, but 
Gov. 
Hearnes has n^t. However most 
observers belie,, he is a sure 
shot to try for another 
four 
years and become the first 
Missouri Governor 
to serve 
eight consecutive years. 
Under a 
drive directed 
by 
Mr. Hearnes two years ago, 
the 
legislators 
and 
voters 
passed a constitutional amend­ 
ment 
lifting the one • term 
limit from the Governor's of­ 
fice. 


School administrators in 
an 
open meeting Thursday night 
at the high school building out­ 
lined to the 
school board ap­ 
pointed citizens advisory coun­ 
cil needs 6f the school system. 
Chief topics of discussion in­ 
cluded an Increase in teachers’ 
salaries, construction of anew 
elementary 
school, 
a 
gym­ 
nasium and an auditorium, ex­ 
pansion of facilities at 
the 
high school and a reorganiza­ 
tion of grade blocks taught at 
junior high school and the high 
school. 
The plans outlined are possible 
solutions to meet the educa­ 
tional needs of the growing sys­ 
tem, Supt. Lynn Twitty said. 
The council is consulted by the 
school board before new plans 
are effected. 
None of the plans discussed 
represent final decisions by the 
school board, Twitty said. 
The purpose of the Thursday 
meeting was to feel the pulse 
of the community after tenta­ 
tive 
plans were outlined. The 
council gave the school board 
Its vote of confidence 
after 
hearing the proposals estimated 
to cost $1,700,000. 
The new bonding capacity of the 
school district will be $1,300,- 
000 in April. This amount can 
be obtained by the board with 
a 20-year bond 
issue, which 
would be accompanied by 
a 
higher interest rate, 
Twitty 
said. 
Another $200,000 is expected 
to be received in 
federal 
funds through the state 
for 
expansion of the 
vocational 
education program. 
A remaining $200,000 poses 
a problem. The board has dis­ 
cussed plans to raise the money 
with the city administration, but 
no definite plans have been out­ 
lined. 
Twitty 
said 
the $1,300,000 
would be available without a tax 
increase. 
An 
outstanding eight-year, 
$600,000 bond issue for ex­ 
pansion of the high school will 
be retired within this fiscal 
year, allowing money that was 
, used to pay off this debt to be 
diverted 
for 
other purposes, 


Twitty explained. 
The 
new bond 
Issue would 
probably carry an Interest rate 
of about 4 per cent. The eight- 
year issue carried a 2.56 in­ 
terest rate. 
The 
presentation Thursday 
night did not include a detailed 
breakdown on how much money 
would be spent on each pro­ 
posal. 
It was pointed out that $400,- 
000 - half from federal funds 
and half from matched funds - 
would be spent for the expan­ 
sion of the vocational educa­ 
tion program. 
The vocational education plans 
call for construction of a new 
building for teaching building 
trades, plus additions to 
the 
auto mechanics and the busi­ 
ness education buildings. 
How the remaining $1,100,000 
world be earmarked has not 
been decided. 
But it would be 
used for the following purposes, 
Twitty said; 
1) An increase in teachers’ 
salaries. 
2) A multi-purpose, 
well- 
equipped gymnasium. The gym 
is expected to be round 
with 
collapsible bleachers and fa­ 
cilities for physical education 
classes. 
3) An auditorium for teaching 
fine arts - speech and drama­ 
tics - and for assemblies and 
plays. 
4) Construction of a new ele­ 
mentary school at Abies 
and 
Marian at the southeast corner 
of the city limits. Plans called 
for 
vacating of the Airport 
school. 
The lease on the A ir­ 
port school expires in 
two 
years, and it is expensive to 
maintain, Twitty continued. 
5) Expansion of the cafetorium 
and the kitchen facilities at the 
high school. Plans In the offing 
call for addition of a bakery and 
storage space to enable all food 
served in the school system to 
be prepared at the high school 
cafetorium. 
6) Addition of two more rooms 
to the mathematics and science 
departments at the high school. 
Two rooms are being added to 
these departments. 
7) Addition of a second level 


with more stacks In the school 
library. 
Plans for shifting the 
sixth 
grade to junior high school and 
moving the ninth grade into high 
school also were discussed. 
The system has elementary 
grades 1-6, junior high 7-9, and 
high 10-12. 
By moving the sixth grade into 
junior high and placing pupils 
where they will have longer time 
blocks 
of 
related subjects 
closer to each other, the pro­ 
gram will be easier to 
co­ 
ordinate, 
Harold Kiehne, di­ 
rector of secondary education 
said. 
The ninth grade’s move Into 
the high school would result 
in some overcrowding, Kiehne 
said. 
It would be necessary to cur­ 
tail physical education activi­ 
ties until additional accommo­ 
dations are constructed. 
An entire reorganization of the 
band, music and the national 
forensic league would be ef­ 
fected in the 
early stages, 
Kiehne explained. 
One of the chief advantages of 
moving the ninth grade to the 
high school Is to eliminate shut­ 
tling there by foreign language 
and shop students. 
Twitty said the school board 
probably will make the final 
decisions on the plans within 
the next two months.

TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
North Vietnam's radio broad­ 
cast today an "authorized" 
statement repeating Premier 
Pham Van Dong's description of 
Hanoi's four-point stand on the 
Vietnam war as a "basis" for 
settlement. 
The terse announcement left 
In doubt whether it was meant 
to encourage 
or to dampen 
hopes for negotiations aroused 
by the North Vietnamese pre­ 
m ier's interview with Harrison 
E. Salisbury of the New York 
Hmes, printed Wednesday. 
The statement was preceded 
by complaints that some news­ 
papers and broadcasts in “cap­ 
italist nations” had distorted 
the prem ier's statements, but 
no specific instance of 
dis­ 
tortion was given. 
The broadcast said: "On this 
matter the Vietnam news agen­ 
cy has been authorized to make 
the following statement: The 
original text of what Premier 
Pham Van Dong told Mr. Har­ 
rison Salisbury was: ‘The posi­ 
tion of the four points of the 
Democratic Republic of Viet­ 
nam is a basis of ways to settle 
Vietnam problems.” 
Premier Dong's original state­ 
ment was Interpreted by some 
sources to mean a measure of 
retreat from the hard line, all- 


or-nothing stand of the four 
points 
which have been the 
main obstacles to negotiations. 
He was quoted as saying the 
four points were not necessarily 
preconditions to talks. 
The four points include de­ 
mands that the United States 
withdraw all its troops and in­ 
stallations from South Vietnam, 
recognize the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Viet­ 
nam, end all acts of war against 
the north, and permit settlement 
by the Vietnamese themselves, 
without 
foreign interference, 
“in accordance with the pro­ 
gram” of the National Libera­ 
tion Front, the political arm of 
the Communist Viet Cong in the 
south. 
In Washington, Secretary, of 
State Dean Rusk, in a letter to 
a North Carolina student lead­ 
er, 
said the United States is 
ready now to meet with Hanoi 
representatives either publicly 
or secretly to work out “ ar­ 
rangements 
for a just solu­ 
tion." 
He said there would 
be no difficulty 
having 
the 
Viet Cong’s views presented, 
but rejected the demand that 
the Viet Cong’s National Lib­ 
eration 
Front 
be the only 
spokesman for the South Viet­ 
namese people. 
The Hanoi premier’s inter­ 


view touched off a flurry of 
speculation about 
North Viet 
Nam’s interest in some sort of 
negotiations, and the specula­ 
tion was intensified 
Thursday 
by 
remarks 
of the head of 
Hanoi’s mission in Paris. 
Mai Van Bo, head of that mis­ 
sion, asked about his govern­ 
ment’s attitude should Washing­ 
ton order an end to the bombing 
of the north, replied that he be­ 
lieved “such a proposal would 
be examined and studied by the 
Hanoi authorities, too." 
He accused the United States 
of repeatedly violating the 1954 
Geneva agreements which di­ 
vided Vietnam, and insisted that 
the 
four-point demands re­ 
mained the basis of Hanoi’s ap­ 
proach to the problem. He de­ 
manded a prompt and uncondi­ 
tional halt to U.S. bombing of 
the north, but added that 
the 
United States had no right to 
ask for any reciprocal action 
from North Vietnam. 
The 
U.S. 
State Department 
said Thursday the United States 
was prepared to order a halt to 
all bombing of the north as soon 
as Hanoi gave assurance, pri­ 
vately or otherwise, that the 
move would result in scaling 
down of hostilities by the Com­ 
munist side.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
BAKER’S DAY IN COURT 
Robert G. (Bobby) Baker, the celebrated former 
Senate page, is scheduled to stand trial Monday 
Jan. 9 in Washington on nine charges of con­ 
spiracy, fraud, larceny, and tax evasion. His 
arraignment on the same charges occurred al­ 
most one year ago. 
The nine counts carry a 
maximum penalty of 48 years in jail and $47,000 
in fines. 
The federal government contends that Baker 
used his position as secretary to the Senate 
Democratic majority to obtain around $100,000 
from various individuals and corporations. In 
1961 and 1962, the government alleges, Baker 
filed fraudulent income tax returns. Baker him­ 
self estimated his net worth in 1963 as more 
than $2.5 million. 
During six days of pretrial hearings in Novem­ 
ber, Edward Bennett Williams, Baker’s attorney, 
sought dismissal on grounds that the grand jury 
had been influenced by “venomous” articles in 
Washington newspapers and that some prose­ 
cution 
evidence had been obtained 
illegally 
through electronic eavesdropping. Federal Dis­ 
trict Judge Oliver Gasch declined to suppress 
all of the government’s evidence, but he did 
rule inadmissible the conversations recorded 
by bugging devices. 
The Baker case owes much of its prominence 
to the accused’s close association with Lyndon 
B. Johnson when the latter was Senate majority 
leader and later Vice President. Whatever the 
verdict, the Baker trial and its attendant publicity 
are bound to embarrass the President politi­ 
cally and personally. But in view of Johnson’s 
manifold other problems at home and abroad, 
the trial may not have quite the sensational 
impact that originally was expected of it.

* This month veteian Congressman Paul Jones 
of Kennett told an audience in Sikeston that he 
didn't know what the war in Vietnam is costing 
the American people, who after all are footing 
the bill and have the right to have the information. 
If 
President Johnson had been present he 
probably would have asked Jones to stand in the 
corner and wear a dunce cap. 
During a press conference Sept. 21 he responded 
to a question about the war’s costs by asking 
the reporter “do his homework” , which really 
wasn’t an answer but a flimsy, cheap, un­ 
warranted exduse, beneath the dignity of the 
nation’s chief executive. 
Here is the White House approved transcript 
of the exchange: 
“Q: 
Mr. President, sir, we really have not 
been told how much the war in Vietnam is costing 
and how much it is costing from day to day. 
This question has been put to Mr. McNamara 
early in the year and he said it is almost im­ 
possible to tell, and lately U.S. officials said 
they couldn’t quite tell us. 
Don't you think 
the American people ought to be told? And 
I’m sure you know. 
“A: 
I think that the Congress, through the 
Appropriations Committee and Authorizations 
Committee, have had very full details on our 
expenditures, men, money, and material in Viet­ 
nam. I would commend to you some home work. 
Read the hearings.” 
How can a reporter be expected to know the 
answer to a question denied to congressmen and 
other high government officials and which the 
President himself does not in fact answer? 
What the nation and the reporter are getting 
is 
Great Society flippancy and it is wearing 
a little thin. 
McNamara, the secretary of defense, and other 
officials have refused consistently to give clear 
statements about the cost of the war not only 
to reporters but to congressmen at official 
hearings, including those to which the Presi­ 
dent referred so acidly. 
This is extremely puzzling since McNamara 
periodically talks about the money he has saved 
the nation down to such explicit details as the 
saving on bolts to hold armor on a helicopter. 
If congressional hearings contain “full details 
on our expenditures” in 
Vietnam why do so 
many administration spokesmen still say pub­ 
licly that they cannot supply this information? 
If the President knows that the hearings provide 
this information he could answer a reporter's 
question candidly and with dignity. 
In May of 1965 McNamara ^aid the war would 
cost $700 million a year. 
The senate military preparedness subcom­ 
mittee now estimates that an additional $12 to 
915 billion (that’s right, billion, not million) will 


be needed for this fiscal year. 
What the reporter really asked was whether 
the American people should be told the war’s 
cost. 
They should be. 
It’s their money and their sons lives which 
are on the line.

The recent Christmas holidays seemed devoted, 
in no small part, to speculation of the political 
future of Missouri’s chief executive, Southeast 
Missourian Warren E. Hearnes. 
Just why the

the past several days have produced scores 
of predictions about the future of Governor 
Hearnes. 
One normally rational political writer pro­ 
duced a holiday story that had Governor Hearnes 
seeking the vice-presidential nomination, if not 
in 1968 then in 1972. 
Still another produced a 
prediction that the chief executive would not 
seek re-election to his present job, something 
he worked hard to bring about through a change 
in the state’s Constitution, and would become a 
candidate for the Tenth District U.S. Repre­ 
sentative’s post that will be vacated in 1968 
by Congressman Paul Jones. 
Without knowing any more than the other specu­ 
lators we would guess that Governor Hearnes 
hopes to become the first Missourian to serve 
two consecutive terms in the chief executive’s 
office. 
We are predicting, even before the 
political season gets underway, that the South­ 
east Missourian will file for re-election for his 
present job. 
During his nearly two years in office, Governor 
Hearnes has compiled an outstanding record, 
achieving progress in all kinds of state pro­ 
grams ranging from higher education to mental 
health. 
He has avoided a tax increase, some­ 
thing he pledged to avoid during the 1964 cam­ 
paign, and has been the beneficiary of an ever- 
expanding state tax revenue that has permitted 
broader financing of essential state programs. 
His administration has been free of scandal and 
he has continued to solidify his leadership within 
his own party. 
At the moment there appears no serious can­ 
didate on the horizon who could, in our opinion, 
run him any kind of a race. 
With such advantages it is hard to see why 
the Governor should be interested in any other 
job. 
We predict he will seek another four- 
year term when the time comes, particularly 
if his public record continues to shine as brightly 
as it does after two years in the Governor’s 
office. - Daily Dunklin Democrat

thugs knew that these white caps 
meant a storm . The caps were 
worn by Hall’s lads. They had 
executed a perfect maneuver, 
located the 
invading 
mob, 
bottled 
them up

couraged them — and all the 
time these seafarers 
were in 
walkie talkie 
touch with Hall- 
and 
headquarters 
over 
in 
Brooklyn. 
Hall had moved 
rapidly be­ 
cause a friend had asked for 
help. 
He acted and 
then 
asked. 
He could not — 
and 
can not — conceive 
that 
a 
loyal friend would deceive or 
“position" him, because 
he 
himself would not do that to a 
friend. 
He places 
a premium on 
loyalty. He 
has shown that 
loyalty to most of the 
labor 
movement. It is believed that 
the labor movement will recip­ 
rocate when the time comes. 
To those on the inside, this 
means that few men 
have the 
strength, the support, the votes, 
the fraternity that the 52-year- 
old, 230-pound, ex-prizefighter 
(75 bouts), 
ex-seagoing oiler 
will have in the final count 
when it is tallied for 
a suc­ 
cessor to AFL-CIO President 
George Meany. 
Therefore, as 
the man who 
most likely will be the 
Mr. 
Labor of the 1970s— Paul Hall, 
in this corner, is The 
Labor 
Man Of The Year. 
Lest this vignette of mr.Hall 
be misinterpreted, it must be 
reiterated immediately 
that 
“ Paul" cannot 
be measured 
only 
in 
“physical" 
term s. 
Though, in a land where the 
public thinks of labor solely 
in the image of Jimmy Hoffa 
or Walter Reuther, Hall is not 
widely known. Yet he has taken 
on the biggest ones — 
intel­ 
lectually, organizationally, po­ 
litically, 
philosophically 
and 
oratorically. 
He can, because he does his 
homework. 
And he has won. 
He has beaten in a 
series of 
contests men such as Lyndon 
Johnson, Bob Kennedy, Walter 
Reuther, Jim Hoffa and 1,000 
British Labor Congress dele­ 
gates. 
And now he has 
decided to 
challenge the entire maritime 
fleet of the Soviet Union. For 
he not only is president of the 
Seafcrers* International Union 
of North America, 
and vice- 
president of the AFL-CIO it­ 
self, but is head of the 30- 
union Maritime Trades Dept., 
AFL-CIO. 
He can battle 
because he has 
put his house in order. And it 
is a big house indeed. 
He has a stage-set type of 
headquarters - over in Brook­ 
lyn's waterfront area. There 
are schools for young men who 
want to go to sea. He has built 
a magnificent marina out in the 
bay — 
replete 
with ships, 
galleys and 
a fantastic mess 


hall. 
In Washington, he has moved 
the proletariat 
into Embassy 
Row at 2929 
Massachusetts 
Ave. N.W. 
There in a vine- 
covered 
29-room (expanding) 
neo-Georgian 
mansion with 
lush gardens 
in which 
once 
trod Vanderbilts and royalty, 
the Seafarers will run 
their 
new capital headquarters. 
No embassy will be run any 
more efficiently. 
It will hum 
like 
Hall's 
computerized 
Brooklyn home office. 
But Paul Hall’s strength is 
not in his showpieces. It is in 
his loyalty, 
energy and blunt­ 
ness. 
He has beaten Jim Hoffa in a 
dozen cities. He loathes him 
and thinks 
him a fink. Yet 
recently 
Hall sharply criti­ 
cized “the 
methods" used by 
Bob Kennedy to “get" Jimmy 
Hoffa. 
Hall, one of Mr. 
Mearty^s 
staunchest stalwarts, believes 
that Hoffa is a labor matter and 
it could have been settled on 
the home front. 
Hall thinks 
little of Walter 
Reuther. 
More 
than once he 
has broiled the articulate De­ 
troiter with 
smothering ora­ 
tory behind the 
locked doors 
of the AFL-CIO 
executive 
council. 
As for President Johnson, the 
Seafarer respects him, 
but 
stands up to the man and even 
the office of the chief execu­ 
tive. 


Last summer at a White House 
dinner 
for 
some 
70 labor 
leaders, Mr. 
Johnson 
rue­ 
fully looked across the room 
at Paul Hall, who was sitting 
with Dean Rusk, 
and 
re­ 
marked loudly, “ It 
is 
said I 
am the most powerful man in 
the world. It 
is not true that 
the President 
can do what he 
wishes — or deliver as 
he 
wishes. Just ask Paul Hall if 
you think the President really 
is powerful." 
Then the President of 
the 
U.S. said, “ The other day we 
wanted a bill passed" over Mr. 
Hall's 
oppostion, “ and aU we 
got were 63 
votes." 
Later 
Mr. Johnson 
asked 
Mr. 
Meany to slip over to 
Mr. 
Hall and 
urge him to confer 
with three of the President's 
advisers. 
But 
all this 
courage, dyna­ 
mism, preparation, 
are 
not 
what may well make Hall presi­ 
dent of the AFL-CIO*s 13.5 mil­ 
lion followers. Some say that 
Paul Hall is 
pulling 
a 
Barry Goldwater — organiza­ 
tionally speaking. 


Hall goes everywhere — the 
laborers’ convention, the labor 
press 
luncheons, 
banquets, 
strike meetings, conferences — 
everywhere he is asked for a 
speech or political, 
financial 
and organizational assistance. 
And he never goes 
unpre­ 
pared. His advance men go in 
first to discover the issue, the 
need, the conversation pieces. 
Then he speaks. 
But 
rarely 
compromises. 
When the 
AFL-CIO sent him 
to the British Trade Union Con­ 
gress in Blackpool Eng., last 
summer, he went, defended the 
American position in Vietnam 
and stuck to his premise though 
the British howled. 
When he returned, there was 
a note on his desk from Lyn­ 
don Johnson. 
Paul Hall is 
labor’s pro­ 
totype of the organization man. 
It is said that he has many 
10Us standing — from social 
service workers, 
teamsters, 
bricklayers, 
schoolteachers 
and public employes. 
Those are not IOUs. 
They 
are notes of friendship. 
And they will turn into votes 
for the 
tough, 
militant, 
but 
economically 
sophisticated 
Seafarers when the time comes 
to choose a successor to Mr. 
Meany — whenever that may be.

AUTOMOTIVE INDUSTRY 
Forecasting is always 
a 
hazardous undertaking, 
and 
right now, In the current period 
of rapidly changing economic 
and financial conditions, fore­ 
casting the short-run market 
outlook for the motor vehicle 
manufacturers is more hazard­ 
ous than usual. 
For four straight years, from 
1962 through 1965, we enjoyed 
steady and rapid growth in our 
sales. 
Our main forecasting 
problem during most of that 
period 
was to estimate how 
much growth we could antici­ 
pate -- and generally, 
our 
expectations turned out to be 
low. 
This year, the car market has 
fluctuated more than in other 
recent years. 
We started out, 
during the first quarter, with 
industry sales, including im­ 
ports, at an all-time record 
annual rate of close to 
10 
million. In April and May - 
as a result of the traffic safety 
hearings in Washington along 
with higher income tax with­ 
holding and rising prices for 
consumer goods and services 
-- car sales fell off sharply to 
a 7.9 million 
annual rate. 
By July, however, sales had 
recovered to the 9 million level 
and remained there through the 
end 
of the 1966 model year. 
The 1967 model 
year began 
at a very encouraging annual 
rate of 9.4 million for 
the 
first 20 days in October. At 
the end of the 
month, sales 
dropped to an 8.5 million level 
where they remained through 
the first 20 days of November. 
Total sales for the year will 
approximate 9 million - second 
only to last year’s 9.3 million. 
In order to forecast the out­ 
look for the first half of this 
year, it is necessary to reach 
some 
conclusions about why 
car sales have been somewhat 
disappointing during the final 
quarter of 1966. Consumer buy­ 
ing power is clearly not the main 
problem. 
Unemployment 
is 
very low, and disposable income 
is still climbing. The cost of 
borrowing has risen, but as a 
general rule there has been ade­ 
quate credit availability for re ­ 
tail car purchases during the 
period. 
Although living costs 
have been climbing, it appears 
to us that there is ample pur­ 
chasing power to support car 
sales at a 9 million 
annual 
rate or even higher. 
One clue is the fact that cars 
like Mustang and Cougar have 
continued to enjoy very strong 
demand while most 
other 
segments of the market are 
weaker. This tends to con­ 
firm our belief that people have 
the money to spend, but it also 
suggests that they are less will­ 
ing to spend unless something 
unusually 
appealing 
comes 
along. 
Our conclusion is that 
the 
major “ minus” factor we may 
be facing is the confidence fac­ 
tor. If too many people be­ 
come uncertain about 
their 
personal economic prospects 
for 
this year, if they 
are 
worried about the war in Viet­ 
nam and the possibility 
of 
higher taxes, if they don’t know 
how much higher the cost of 
living will go, and if they begin 
to hear scattered reports 
of 
shorter workd weeks an plant 
layoffs, then car sales can be 
hurt. 
If people begin to feel 
that they may have to stretch 
a smaller income to cover big­ 
ger expenses, they are likely to 
postpone major purchases. 
Where does this leave us as far 
as the next six months 
are 
concerned? 
We do not antici­ 
pate any future decline in car 
and truck sales. In our judge­ 
ment, things will probably con­ 
tinue very much as they are. 
We expect that the economy will 
continue to expand through the 
first half in spite of obvious 
stresses and strains, however, 


the present mood of uncertainty 
may also continue and 
may 
continue to hold car purchases 
a little below what we would 
normally expect in a prosper­ 
ous and growing economy. Spe­ 
cifically, we forecast car sales 
in the first half at an annual 
rate of a little more than 8.5 
million, about 3 per cent below 
our estimate of normal 1967 
demand. 
Truck sales have also been 
below year-ago 
levels 
in 
recent months. 
After a rec­ 
ord-breaking first half, truck 
sales dropped rather sharply 
in the third quarter of 1966. 
The estimated annual rate for 
the fourth quarter is 
1.55 
million compared 
with 
1.7 
million during the first half. 
W ith continued economic growth 
next year offset by an 
ex­ 
pected slowdown in the growth 
of business investment spend­ 
ing, we anticipate that 
truck 
sales will level off at a rate a 
little above 1.5 million during 
the next six months. 
In summary, during the first 
half of this year we expect car 
and truck sales to remain at 
about their present 
levels. 
This would represent a mod­ 
erate decline from the record 
high levels of 1965 and early 
1966 -- but 
by any 
other 
measure, it would be a 
very 
good six months for our busi­ 
ness.

OTTAWA (AP) — Canadians 
will pocket about $608 million in 
tax-free government payments 
this fiscal year, just for having 
families. 
Ibe payments are made un­ 
der Canada's family allowance 
and youth allowance programs. 
Many people lump them as the 
“baby bonus.” 
Some Ameri­ 
cans have suggested a similar 
UJS. plan as part of antipoverty 
planning.

For compari­ 
son: Total expenditures by the

TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
North Vietnam’s radio broad­ 
cast 
today an “authorized” 
statement repeating Prem ier 
Pham Van Dong’s description of 
Hanoi’s four-point stand on the 
Vietnam war as a “ basis” for 
settlement. 
The terse announcement left 
in doubt whether it was meant 
to encourage 
or to dampen 
hopes for negotiations aroused 
by the North Vietnamese pre­ 
m ier’s interview with Harrison 
E. Salisbury of the New York 
Times, printed Wednesday. 
The statement was preceded 
by complaints that some news­ 
papers and broadcasts in “ cap­ 
italist nations” had distorted 
the prem ier’s statem ents, but 
no specific instance of 
dis­ 
tortion was given. 
The broadcast said: “ On this 
m atter the Vietnam news agen­ 
cy has been authorized to make 
the following statement: The 
original text of what Prem ier 
Pham Van Dong told Mr. Har­ 
rison Salisbury was: ’The posi­ 
tion of the four points of the 
Democratic Republic of Viet­ 
nam is a basis of ways to settle 
Vietnam problems.” 
Prem ier Dong’s original state­ 
ment was interpreted by some 
sources to mean a m easure of 
retreat from the hard line, all- 


or-nothing stand of the four 
points 
which have been the 
main obstacles to negotiations. 
He was quoted as saying the 
four points were not necessarily 
preconditions to talks. 
The four points include de­ 
mands that the United States 
withdraw all its troops and in­ 
stallations from South Vietnam, 
recognize the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Viet­ 
nam, end all acts of war against 
the north, and permit settlement 
by the Vietnamese themselves, 
without 
foreign interference, 
“ in accordance with the pro­ 
gram ” of the National Libera­ 
tion Front, the political arm of 
the Communist Viet Cong in the 
south. 
In 
Washington, Secretary, of 
State Dean Rusk, in a letter to 
a North Carolina student lead­ 
er, 
said the United States is 
ready now to meet with Hanoi 
representatives either publicly 
or secretly 
to work out “ ar­ 
rangements 
for a just solu­ 
tion.” 
He said there would 
be no difficulty 
having 
the 
Viet Cong’s views presented, 
but rejected the demand that 
the Viet Cong's National Lib­ 
eration 
Front 
be 
the only 
spokesman for the 
South Viet­ 
namese people. 
The Hanoi prem ier’s inter­ 


view touched off a flurry 
of 
speculation about 
North Viet 
Nam’s interest in some sort of 
negotiations, and the specula­ 
tion was intensified 
Thursday 
by 
rem arks 
of the head of 
Hanoi’s mission in Paris. 


Mai Van Bo, head of that mis­ 
sion, asked about his govern­ 
ment’s attitude should Washing­ 
ton order an end to the bombing 
of the north, replied that he be­ 
lieved “ such a proposal would 
be examined and studied by the 
Hanoi authorities, too.” 


He accused the United States 
of repeatedly violating the 1954 
Geneva agreements which di­ 
vided Vietnam, and insisted that 
the 
four-point demands re­ 
mained the basis of Hanoi’s ap­ 
proach to the problem. He de­ 
manded a prompt and uncondi­ 
tional halt to U.S. lK>mbing of 
the north, but added that

said Thursday the United States 
was prepared to order a halt to 
all bombing of the north as soon

mitting Thursday that he may 
run against one or the other 
but saying “ It will be a couple 
of months before I make 
a 
definite decision.** 
The fact that a vigorous fight 
may result within the party if 
he files for either post will not 
make him change his mind, Mr. 
Dalton said. 
“A

campaign

does not bother me. You don't 
have to be afraid of a fight 
if you're clean. There's one 
thing no one can question and 
that is my honesty."

The statement was preceded 
by complaints that some news­ 
papers and broadcasts In “cap­ 
italist nations" had distorted 
the prem ier's statements, but 
no specific instance of 
dis­ 
tortion was given. 
The broadcast said: “ On this 
matter the Vietnam news agen­ 
cy has been authorized to make 
the following statement: The 
original text of what Premier 
Pham Van Dong told Mr. Har­ 
rison Salisbury was: ’The posi­ 
tion of the four points of the 
Democratic Republic of Viet­ 
nam is a basis of ways to settle 
Vietnam problems.” 
Premier Dong's original state­ 
ment was Interpreted by some 
sources to mean a measure of 
retreat from the hard line, all- 


or-nothing stand of the four 
points 
which have been the 
main obstacles to negotiations. 
He was quoted as saying the 
four points were not necessarily 
preconditions to talks. 
The four points include de­ 
mands that the United States 
withdraw all its troops and In­ 
stallations from South Vietnam, 
recognize the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Viet­ 
nam, end all acts of war against 
the north, and permit settlement 
by the Vietnamese themselves, 
without 
foreign interference, 
“ In accordance with the pro­ 
gram " of the National Libera­ 
tion Front, the political arm of 
the Communist Viet Cong in the 
south. 
In 
Washington, Secretary, of 
State Dean Rusk, In a letter to 
a North Carolina student lead­ 
er, 
said the United States is 
ready now to meet with Hanoi 
representatives either publicly 
or secretly to work out “ ar­ 
rangements 
for a just solu­ 
tion.” 
He said there would 
be no difficulty having 
the 
Viet Cong's views presented, 
but rejected the demand that 
the Viet Cong's National Lib­ 
eration 
Front

view touched off a flurry of 
speculation about North Viet 
Nam's Interest in some sort of

Mal Van Bo, head of that mis­ 
sion, asked about his govern­ 
ment's attitude should Washing­ 
ton order an end to the bombing 
of the north, replied that he be­ 
lieved “such a proposal would 
be examined and studied by the 
Hanoi authorities, too.”

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
BAKER’S DAY IN COURT 
Robert G. (Bobby) Baker, the celebrated former 
Senate page, is scheduled to stand trial Monday 
Jan. 9 in Washington on nine charges of con­ 
spiracy, fraud, larceny, and tax evasion. His 
arraignment on the same charges occurred al­ 
most one year ago. 
The nine counts carry a 
maximum penalty of 48 years in jail and $47,000 
in fines. 
The federal government contends that Baker 
used his position as secretary to the Senate 
Democratic majority to obtain around $100,000 
from various individuals and corporations. In 
1961 and 1962, the government alleges, Baker 
filed fraudulent income tax returns. Baker him­ 
self estimated his net worth in 1963 as more 
than $2.5 million. 
During six days of pretrial hearings in Novem­ 
ber, Edward Bennett Williams, Baker’s attorney, 
sought dismissal on grounds that the grand jury 
had been influenced by “venomous” articles in 
Washington newspapers and that some prose­ 
cution 
evidence had been obtained 
illegally 
through electronic eavesdropping. Federal Dis­ 
trict Judge Oliver Gasch declined to suppress 
all of the government’s evidence, but he did 
rule inadmissible the conversations recorded 
by bugging devices. 
The Baker case owes much of its prominence 
to the accused’s close association with Lyndon 
B. Johnson when the latter was Senate majority 
leader and later Vice President. Whatever the 
verdict, the Baker trial and its attendant publicity 
are bound to embarrass the President politi­ 
cally and personally. But in view of Johnson’s 
manifold other problems at home and abroad, 
the trial may not have quite the sensational 
impact that originally was expected of it.

* This month veteran Congressman Paul Jones 
of Kennett told an audience in Sikeston that he 
didn’t know what the war in Vietnam is costing 
the American people, who after all are footing 
the bill and have the right to have the information. 
If 
President 
Johnson had been present he 
probably would have asked Jones to stand in the 
corner and wear a dunce cap. 
During a press conference Sept. 21 he responded 
to a question about the war’s costs by asking 
the reporter “do his homework” , which really 
wasn’t an answer but a flimsy, cheap, un­ 
warranted excuse, beneath the dignity of 
the 
nation’s chief executive. 
Here is the White House approved transcript 
of the exchange: 
“Q: 
Mr. President, sir, we really have not 
been told how much the war in Vietnam is costing 
and how much it is costing from day to day. 
This question has been put to Mr. McNamara 
early in the year and he said it is almost im­ 
possible to tell, and lately U.S. officials said 
they couldn’t quite tell us. 
Don’t you think 
the American people ought to be told? 
And 
I’m sure you know. 
“A: 
I think that the Congress, through the 
Appropriations Committee and Authorizations 
Committee, have had very full details on our 
expenditures, men, money, and material in Viet­ 
nam. I would commend to you some home work. 
Read the hearings.” 
How can a reporter be expected to know the 
answer to a question denied to congressmen and 
other high government officials and which the 
President himself does not in fact answer? 
What the nation and the reporter are getting 
is 
Great Society flippancy and it is wearing 
a little thin. 
McNamara, the secretary of defense, and other 
officials have refused consistently to give clear 
statements about the cost of the war not only 
to reporters but to congressmen at official 
hearings, including those to which the Presi­ 
dent referred so acidly. 
This is extremely puzzling since McNamara 
periodically talks about the money he has saved 
the nation down to such explicit details as the 
saving on bolts to hold armor on a helicopter. 
If congressional hearings contain “full details 
on our expenditures” in 
Vietnam why do so

If the President knows that the hearings provide 
this information he could answer a reporter’s 
question candidly and with dignity. 
In May of 1965 McNamara said the war would 
cost $700 million a year. 
The senate military preparedness subcom­ 
mittee now estimates that an additional $12 to 
$15 billion (that’s right, billion, not million) will 


be needed for this fiscal year. 
What the reporter really asked was whether 
the American people should be told the war’s 
cost. 
They should be. 
It’s their money and their sons lives which 
are on the line.

The recent Christmas holidays seemed devoted, 
in no small part, to speculation of the political 
future of Missouri’s chief executive, Southeast 
Missourian Warren E. Hearnes. 
Just why the

season should coincide is anyone’s guess, but 
the past several days have produced scores 
of predictions about the future of Governor 
Hearnes. 
One normally rational political writer pro­ 
duced a holiday story that had Governor Hearnes 
seeking the vice-presidential nomination, if not 
in 1968 then in 1972. 
Still another produced a 
prediction that the chief executive would not 
seek re-election to his present job, something 
he worked hard to bring about through a change 
in the state’s Constitution, and would become a 
candidate for the Tenth District U.S. Repre­ 
sentative’s post that will be vacated in 1968 
by Congressman Paul Jones. 
Without knowing any more than the other specu­ 
lators we would guess that Governor Hearnes 
hopes to become the first Missourian to serve 
two consecutive terms in the chief executive’s 
office. 
We are predicting, even before the 
political season gets underway, that the South­ 
east Missourian will file for re-election for his 
present job. 
During his nearly two years in office, Governor 
Hearnes has compiled an outstanding record, 
achieving progress in all kinds of state pro­ 
grams ranging from higher education to mental 
health. 
He has avoided a tax increase, some­ 
thing he pledged to avoid during the 1964 cam­ 
paign, and has been the beneficiary of an ever- 
expanding state tax revenue that has permitted 
broader financing of essential state programs. 
His administration has been free of scandal and 
he has continued to solidify his leadership within 
his own party. 
At the moment there appears no serious can­ 
didate on the horizon who could, in our opinion, 
run him any kind of a race. 
With such advantages it is hard to see why 
the Governor should be interested in any other 
job. 
We predict he will seek another four- 
year term when the time comes, particularly 
if his public record continues to shine as brightly 
as it does after two years in the Governor’s 
office.

laws. 
This has passed the 
House and Is now in the Senate. 
If the Senate succumbs to the 
powerful, even ruthless, polit­ 
ical 
pressures which demanc 
repeal, rank-and-file working 
people will be deprived of ar 
absolutely essential right anc 
protection. 
No 
m atter 
what 
their beliefs and wants, the} 
will be forced to join and pa} 
dues to a private organization 
a union, or lose their jobs. 
This is as unthinkable as 11 
Congress passed a law denying 
a man the right to join a union. 


Along with this, another vital 
issue is at stake. 
It is the 
Right-to-vote. 
This 
simply 
means that no union should be 
certified as bargaining agent 
for employees without a secret 
ballot election supervised by the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board. As of now, certification 
can be gained on the basis of 
a card count. The weaknesses 
in this are glaring. 
As 
the 
Cincinnati Enquirer has said, 
“ Certification of a union as the 
bargaining agent for a 
group 
of employees should not be made 
on the basis of signatures to 
cards, 
as 
pressures 
con­ 
ceivably could be used to ob­ 
tain these that would not be 
operative In a secret election.. 
Nor 
should 
there 
be 
a 
recognition simply on the basis 
of a contract between employer 


and union leader because there 
have 
been 
cases 
where 
so-called sweetheart contracts 
scratched the back of the em ­ 
ployer and the union boss but 
sold out the working man.” 
The weary charge that Right- 
to-Work and Right-to-Vote laws 
are “ antiunion” Is as phony 
as a three dollar bill. 
They 
are, 
instead, 
protections 
against exploitation and 
m is­ 
representation of the desires 
and beliefs of the working man 
who should have freedom 
of 
choice.

newspaperman. The reporter, 
I 
can 
tell 
you 
personally, 
learned of the 
posse 
and 
called his good 
friend, 
the 
Seafarers’ 
president 
Paul 
Hall. 
A few hours later the colum­ 
nist, in “ high noon’ 
style, 
walked slowly into 
the center 
of a street towards the 50 goons. 
They made for him. 
But looking past the lone chap 
they noticed 
several hundred 
white-capped 
huskies block­ 
ing one end of the street. They 
turned quickly. They had been 
trapped. 
The other end 
was 
closed 
off by another 
battalion 
of 
white caps — and 
the Jersey 
thugs knew that these white caps 
meant a storm . The caps were 
worn by Hall's lads. They had 
executed a perfect maneuver, 
located 
the 
invading 
mob, 
bottled 
them up 
and dis­ 
couraged them — and all the 
time these seafarers 
were In 
walkie talkie 
touch with Hall- 
and 
headquarters 
over 
in 
Brooklyn. 
Hall had moved 
rapidly be­ 
cause a friend had asked for 
help. 
He acted and 
then 
asked. 
He could not — 
and 
can not — conceive 
that

loyal friend would 
deceive or 
“ position” him, because

And now he has 
decided 
to 
challenge the entire m aritime 
fleet of the Soviet Union. For 
he not only is president 
of the 
Seafarers’ International Union 
of North America, 
and vice- 
president of the AFL-CIO it­ 
self, but is head of the 30- 
union Maritime Trades Dept., 
AFL-CIO. 
He can battle 
because he has 
put his house In order. And It 
is a big house Indeed. 
He ha*-; a stage-set 
type 
of 
headquarters - over In Brook­ 
lyn's waterfront area. There 
are schools for young men who 
want to go to sea. He has built 
a magnificent marina out in the 
bay 
— 
replete 
with ships, 
galleys and 
a fantastic mess 


hall. 
In Washington, he has moved 
the proletariat 
into Embassy 
Row at 2929 
Massachusetts 
Ave. N.W, 
There in a 
vine- 
covered 
29-room (expanding) 
neo-Georgian 
mansion 
with 
lush gardens 
in which 
once 
trod Vanderbilts and royalty, 
the Seafarers will run 
their 
new capital headquarters. 
No embassy will be run any 
more efficiently. 
It will hum 
like 
Hall's 
computerized 
Brooklyn home 
office. 
But Paul 
Hall's strength is 
not in his showpieces. It is in 
his loyalty, 
energy and blunt­ 
ness. 
He has beaten Jim Hoffa in a 
dozen cities. He loathes him 
and 
thinks 
him a 
fink. Yet 
recently 
Hall sharply criti­ 
cized “ the 
methods” used by 
Bob Kennedy to “ get” Jimmy 
Hoffa. 
Hall, one of 
Mr. 
Meany^s 
staunchest stalw arts, believes 
that Hoffa is a labor matter and 
it could have been settled 
on 
the home front. 
Hall thinks 
little of Walter 
Reuther. 
More 
than once he 
has broiled the articulate De­ 
troiter with 
smothering ora­ 
tory behind the 
locked doors 
of the AFL-CIO 
executive 
council. 
As for President Johnson, the 
Seafarer respects him, 
but 
stands up to the man and even 
the office of the chief execu­ 
tive. 


Last summer at a White House 
dinner 
for 
some 
70 labor 
leaders, Mr. 
Johnson 
rue­ 
fully looked across 
the room 
at Paul Hall, who was sitting 
with Dean Rusk, 
and 
re­ 
marked loudly, “ It 
is 
said I 
am the most powerful man in 
the world. It 
is not true that 
the President 
can do what he 
wishes — or 
deliver as 
he 
wishes. 
Just ask Paul Hall if 
you think the President really 
is powerful.” 
Then the President of 
the 
U.S. said, “ The other day we 
wanted a bill passed” over Mr. 
Hall’s 
oppostion, “ and all we 
got were 63 
votes.” 
Later 
Mr. Johnson 
asked 
Mr. 
Meany to slip over to 
Mr. 
Hall and 
urge him to confer 
with three of the President's 
advisers. 
But 
all this 
courage, dyna­ 
mism, preparation, 
are 
not 
what may well make Hall presi­ 
dent of the AFL-CIO's 13.5 mil­ 
lion followers. Some say that 
Paul Hall is 
pulling 
a 
Barry Goldwater — organiza­ 
tionally speaking. 


Hall goes everywhere — the 
laborers' convention, the labor 
press 
luncheons, 
banquets, 
strike meetings, conferences — 
everywhere he is asked for a 
speech or political, 
financial 
and organizational assistance. 
And he never 
goes 
unpre­ 
pared. His advance men go in 
first to discover the issue, the 
need, the conversation pieces. 
Then he speaks. 
But 
rarely 
compromises. 
When the 
AFL-CIO sent him 
to the B ritish Trade Union Con­ 
gress in Blackpool 
Eng., last 
summer, he went, defended the 
American position in Vietnam 
and stuck to his prem ise though 
the British howled. 
When he returned, there was 
a note on his desk from Lyn­ 
don Johnson. 
Paul Hall Is 
labor’s 
pro­ 
totype of the organization man. 
It Is said that he has 
many 
IOUs 
standing — from social 
service workers, 
team sters, 
bricklayers, 
schoolteachers 
and public employes. 
Those arc not IOUs. 
Tl»«y 
are notes of friendship. 
And they will turn Into votes 
for the 
tougli, 
militant, 
but 
economically 
sophisticated 
Seafarers when the time comes 
to choose a successor to Mr. 
Meany — whenever that may be.

POOH CHARLIE SAYS! 
BAKER’S DAY IN COURT 
Robert G . ( B o b b y ) Baker, the celebrated former 
Senate page, is scheduled to stand trial Monday 
Jan. 9 in Washington on nine charges of con­ 
spiracy, fraud, larceny, and tax evasion. His 
arraignment on the same charges occurred al­ 
most one year ago. 
The nine counts carry a 
maximum penalty of 48 years in jail and $47,000 
in fines. 
The federal government contends that Baker 
used his position as secretary to the Senate 
Democratic majority to obtain around $100,000 
from various individuals and corporations. In 
1961 and 1962, the government alleges, Baker 
filed fraudulent income tax returns. Baker him­ 
self estimated his net worth in 1963 as more 
than $2.5 million. 
During six days of pretrial hearings in Novem­ 
ber, Edward Bennett Williams, Baker’s attorney, 
sought dismissal on grounds that the grand jury 
had been influenced by “venomous” articles in 
Washington newspapers and that some prose­ 
cution 
evidence had been obtained 
illegally 
through electronic eavesdropping. Federal Dis­ 
trict Judge Oliver Gasch declined to suppress 
all of the government’s evidence, but he did 
rule inadmissible the conversations recorded 
by bugging devices. 
The Baker case owes much of its prominence 
to the accused’s close association with Lyndon 
B. Johnson when the latter was Senate majority 
leader and later Vice President. Whatever the 
verdict, the Baker trial and its attendant publicity 
are bound to embarrass the President politi­ 
cally and personally. But in view of Johnson’s 
manifold other problems at home and abroad, 
the trial may not have quite the sensational 
impact that originally was expected of it.

President Lyndon B. Johnson hates to be re­ 
minded about the credibility gap for which ad­ 
ministration is solely responsible. 
He cannot shift the blame for this lapse to 
the press or to others. 
The sign on the desk of Missouri’s Harry Tru­ 
man when he was President told the story in 
toe observation that the “buck passing stops 
tiered” 
1 * 
In th*' Johnson administration the buck passing 
is more likely to start with the chief executive. 
It’s one reason why Americans have lowered 
steadily their estimate of him. 
■ This month veteran Congressman Paul Jones 
of Kennett told an audience in Sikeston that he 
didn’t know what the war in Vietnam is costing 
the American people, who after all are footing 
the bill and have the right to have the information. 
If 
President 
Johnson had been present he 
probably would have asked Jones to stand in the 
corner and wear a dunce cap. 
During a press conference Sept. 21 he responded 
to a question about the war’s costs by asking 
the reporter “do his homework” , which really 
wasn’t an answer but a flimsy, cheap, un­ 
warranted excuse, beneath the dignity of 
the 
nation’s chief executive. 
Here is the White House approved transcript 
of the exchange; 
“Q: 
Mr. President, sir, we really have not 
been told how much the war in Vietnam is costing 
and how- much it is costing from day to day. 
This question has been put to Mr. McNamara 
early in the year and he said it is almost im­ 
possible to tell, and lately U.S. officials said 
they couldn’t quite tell us. 
Don’t you think 
the American people ought to be told? And 
I’m sure you know. 
“ A; 
I think that the Congress, through the 
Appropriations Committee and Authorizations 
Committee, have had very full details on our 
expenditures, men, money, and material in Viet­ 
nam. I would commend to you some home work. 
Read the hearings.” 
How can a reporter be expected to know the 
answer to a question denied to congressmen and 
other high government officials and which the 
President himself does not in fact answer? 
What the nation and the reporter are getting 
is 
Great Society flippancy and it is wearing 
a little thin. 
McNamara, the secretary of defense, and other 
officials have refused consistently to give clear 
statements about the cost of the war not only 
to reporters but to congressmen at official 
hearings, including those to which the Presi­ 
dent referred so acidly. 
This is extremely puzzling since McNamara 
periodically talks about the money he has saved 
the nation down to such explicit details as the 
saving on bolts to hold armor on a helicopter. 
lf congressional hearings contain “full details 
on our expenditures” in 
Vietnam why do so 
many administration spokesmen still say pub­ 
licly that they cannot supply this information? 
Ii the President knows that the hearings provide 
this information he could answer a reporter’s 
question candidly and with dignity. 
In May of 1965 McNamara Bald the war would 
cost $700 million a year. 
The senate military preparedness subcom­ 
mittee now estimates that an additional $12 to 
$15 billion (that’s right, billion, not million) will 


be needed for this fiscal year. 
What the reporter really asked was whether 
the American people should be told the war’s 
cost. 
They should be. 
It’s their money and their sons lives which 
are on the line.

OUR OWN PREDICTIONS 
The recent Christmas holidays seemed devoted, 
in no small part, to speculation of the political 
future of Missouri’s chief executive, Southeast 
Missourian Warren E. Hearnes. 
Just why the 
Santa Claus season and the political guessing 
season should coincide is anyone’s guess, but 
the past several days have produced scores 
of predictions about the future of Governor 
Hearnes. 
One normally rational political writer pro­ 
duced a holiday story that had Governor Hearnes 
seeking the vice-presidential nomination, if not 
in 1968 then in 1972. 
Still another produced a 
prediction that the chief executive would not 
seek re-election to his present job, something 
he worked hard to bring about through a change 
in the state’s Constitution, and would become a 
candidate for the Tenth District U.S. Repre­ 
sentative’s post that will be vacated in 1968 
by Congressman Paul Jones. 
Without know ing any more than the other specu­ 
lators we would guess that Governor Hearnes 
hopes to become the first Missourian to serve 
two consecutive terms in the chief executive’s 
office. 
We are predicting, even before the 
political season gets underway, that the South­ 
east Missourian will file for re-election for his 
present job. 
During his nearly two years in office, Governor 
Hearnes has compiled an outstanding record, 
achieving progress in all kinds of state pro­ 
grams ranging from higher education to mental 
health. 
He has avoided a tax increase, some­ 
thing he pledged to avoid during the 1964 cam­ 
paign, and has been the beneficiary of an ever- 
expanding state tax revenue that has permitted 
broader financing of essential state programs. 
His administration has been free of scandal and 
he has continued to solidify his leadership within 
his own party. 
At the moment there appears no serious can­ 
didate on the horizon who could, in our opinion, 
run him any kind of a race. 
With such advantages it is hard to see why 
the Governor should be interested in any other 
job. 
We predict he will seek another four- 
year term when the time comes, particularly 
if his public record continues to shine as brightly 
as it does after two years in the Governor’s 
office. - Daily Dunklin Democrat

At the top of the list is the 
drive to repeal Section 14(b) 
of the Taft-Hartly Act which 
perm its 
states, 
if 
they so 
choose, to enact Right-To-Work 


laws. 
This has passed the 
House and is now in the Senate. 
If the Senate succumbs to the 
powerful, even ruthless, polit* 
leal 
pressures which demanc 
repeal, rank-and-file working 
people will be deprived of ar 
absolutely essen tial right anc 
protection. 
No 
matter 
whai 
their beliefs and wants, the> 
will be forced to join and pa> 
dues to a private organization 
a union, or lose their jobs. 
This is as unthinkable as ii 
Congress passed a law denying 
a man the right to join a union. 


Along with this, another vital 
issue is at stake. 
It is the 
Right-to-vote. 
This 
simply 
means that no union should be 
certified as bargaining agent

As of now, certification 
can be gained on the basis of 
a card count.

at Paul Hall, who was sitting 
with Dean Rusk,

marked loudly, “ It

said I 
am the most powerful man In 
the world. It 
Is not true that 
the President 
can do what he 
wishes — or 
deliver as

w ishes. 
Just ask Paul Hall lf 
you think the President really 
is powerful.” 
Then the President of 
the 
U.S. said, “ The other day we 
wanted a bill passed” over Mr.

For Families 


OTTAWA (AP) — Canadians 
w ill pocket about $008 million in 
tax-free government payments 
this fiscal year, just for having 
fam ilies. 
The payments are made un­ 
der Canada's fam ily allowance 
and youth allowance program s. 
Many people lump them as the 
“ baby bonus.” 
Some A m eri­ 
cans have suggested a sim ilar 
UJS. plan as part of antipoverty 
planning. 
The payoff to parents is a sub­ 
stantial slice of Canadian gov­ 
ernment c o sts. For 
com pari­ 
son: Total expenditures by the 
Department 
of 
National De­ 
fense 
for the sam e year end­ 
ing next March 31, 
are e sti­ 
mated at $1.57 billion. 
Aimed at equalizing oppor­ 
tunities for children, the fam ily 
allowance law went into effect 
in 1945, when Canada's popula­ 
tion was about 12 m illion. The 
postwar toby crop and im m i­ 
gration have pushed the popula­ 
tion to 20 m illion, making the 
allowance 
one 
of 
the 
main 
planks in Canada's social w el­ 
fare structure. 
At the start, the program pro­ 
vided payments of $5 a month 
for each child from birth to age 
5, $6 up to the 10th birthday, $7 
to the 13th and $8 to the 16th. 
This was changed in 1957 to $6 
a month from birth to the 10th 
birthday and $8 from there to 
the 16th. 
A sliding scale that reduced 
payments for fifth and su cces- 
sive children in any one fam ily, 
written into the original law , 
was rem oved in 1949. 
A government official said the 
thinking behind this scale was 
that a larger fam ily could cut 
the clothing bill by using hand- 
me-downs.
